Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of claims 1-4 and 6-10 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) in view of Buell et al. (5,653,704) is proper. Buell discloses landing material, shown as reference numeral 44 in figure 1. 
A landing zone within the landing material of Buell may be defined, since the landing zone of the instant claim fails to define any spacial 
boundaries for the landing zone. The landing zone may therefore be defined by the examiner to consist of the portion of the landing 
material of Buell located between the skewing-preventing parts, shown as reference numberal 46 in figure 1. The skewing-preventing 
parts of Buell are therefore located lateral, and slightly above, the landing zone. The instant claim discloses merely that the skewing- 
preventing parts are located on the lateral sides of the landing zone, and does not define their location with respect to the upper and 
lower boundaries of the landing zone. Buell therefore discloses all limitations of the instant claim. 
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
